Of Intereat to Pnabyteriaaa. 


WASHUTOTOS, Feb. f. —A bill of ieter- 


est to the Presbyterians of the country 
was authorized to be favorably re- 
ported by the house committee on pub- 
lic lands yesterday. It appears that 
the location of the old mission school 
on the Omaha Indian reservation in 
Nebraska has become unsuitable for 
school purposes, and it being necessary 
to replace the building thereon by a 
more commodious structure, the Pres- 
byterian board of home-missions pro- 
posed to exchange the site for some of 
the lands owned by the Omaha Indians. 
In consideration of this relinqnishment, 
and the promise of the board to erect 
on the proposed new site a school 
house worth »7,600 for the benefit of 
the children of the Omaha tribe, the 
latter hare agreed to the exchange, 
but it requires the consent of the pres- 
ident before the transaction can be 
completed. The bill therefore directs 
President Cleveland to issue to the Pres- 
byterian board of home missions a 
patent for the land, the specific loca- 
tion of which is stated In the bill. 
The committee also ordered a favora- 
ble report on the bill to clear up the 
disputed titles to the town site of 
North Brownsville, Lynn county. Ore. 


An unfavorable report was ordered 


to be made on the bills to give govern- 
ment aid to the the support of schools 
of mines in the states of California, 
Oregon, Washington, Montana, Idaho, 
Nevada, Wyoming, Colorada and South 
Dakota.

Some six months ago Mr 
Hensou filed a divorce suit against hi» 
wife charging her with adultery and 
naming Mr. Wert as co-respondent. 
The sensation was aired at length iu 
the newspapers, both men publishing 
cards calling each other liars and 
paluminators, etc 


The case did not go to trial, Mr. 


Henson withdrawing the suit on ac- 
count of his two children 
Mr Wert 


however, was tried by a church coun- 
cil, and by a vote of flve to two pro- 
nounced guilty and publicly expeled. 


Yesterday they met in the elevator 


face to face, and when between the 
first and ground floor Henson shot 
"Wert through the lungs, inflicting in- 
juries resulting in death hoon after- 
wards. A second shot struck a young 
^awyer, Lavin Thomas, producing a 
flesh wound.

The news spread quickly and in a ' 


short time crowds numbering thou- 
sands blocked the street surrounding 
the building. The whole town is ex- 
cited and the only topic being dis- 
cussed on the streets is the terrible | 
tragedy involving two of Chattanooga's 
best-known 'citizens.

The murderer was at once taken to 


the fourth floor of the building, where, 
in an attorney's office, he remained 
until removed to jail by the chief of 
police and sheriff. At the jail he said 
when he saw Wert get on the elevator 
i 


he intended to get off, but was pre- 
vented by the door being obstructed 
when Mr. Thomas entered. He said 
he thought he detected Wert in the act 
of placing his hands to his pocket and 
fearing bodily harm he pulled his pis- 
tol and fired. An examination of the 
dead man's clothing failed to show 
weapons of any kind 


The preliminary hearing will be 


held to-day. Public sentiment is di- 
vided, but no attack is expected on the 
jail. Since Henson's suspicions were 
found to be fact he has been almost 
crazed with grief, avoiding meeting 
his friends and wearing a downcast, de- 
jected look.

Better Ways to Prepare Oorn 


Meal— Pnneiplee Winch Should 
Govern All Kinds'of Fryinic—A. 


by Mrs. B, C. Johns. 


At the cooking school yesterday after- 


noon Mrs. Ewing took np the mbjeet of 
trying, and in the oonrse of her lecture 
said that in frying the temperature of 
the fat was the most important consider- 
ation; that it eboald be so bot that any- 
thing pat into it would be instantly 
Beared; that to have B perfect fry there 
should always be lard enough to cover 
the article, and oar* mast always be 
taken not to crowd the articles you are 
frying; that the best way to teat the 
temperature of the fat is to drop a alias 
of raw potato into it, whioh will be at 
onoe browned if the tat is as hot as it 
should be; if the potato IB not at onoe 
browned leave it there until tha heat ia 
great enough to brown it, and then you 
may be cure yon have the proper tem- 
perature. • demonstrating the proc;es to 
the class, the lecturer having the fat at 
the proper temperature, pnt in some 
potato chip*, using a wire basket' as a 
vehicle. Only a few chips ware first pat 
in, for the reason that too many would 
lower the tempers tare too rapidly. Boon 
more were adaed, bat none were taken 
oat until all were done, whioh required 
about ten minutes, and then Mrs. Ewing 
lifted oat the basket and contents, let it 
drain and then turned the chips oat apon 
a cheese cloth whioh absorbed the resi- 
due of the grease. 


Potatoes, she said do not necessarily 


require an outer cruet to prevent absorp- 
tion of grease, but mash, chicken, and 
meat* do need a ooating. Take cubes of 
mash and give them a grease proof coat- 
ing and then fry in the wire basket, just 
as the potatoes were, always remembering 
to test the fat with a slice of potato as 
directed. 
The same fat may be need 


over eight or ten times and the potato 
will keep it fresh eliminating previous 
flavors, possibly even that of fish, bat as 
to that the experiment Eight prove a 
failure.

No Money in the City Treasury—

Mayor Moffett and ail the aldermen 


were present at • masting of the city 
oonnoil held ls«t nigbt, when severs! m»t- 
tern of looal importance oame up. 


In reference to placing tbe patee for 


tbe Citizens' Mntasl Telephone Company 
the matter WM referred to O. T. Kirk, B. 
3, Stmttan, the msjor and the com- 
mittee on streets and alley*. 


0. MoOram was allowed to pat up a 


sign aoraes the sidetralk in front ot hu 
place of bnsiceas. 


Mr. J.L. Stoat's petition wa* referred 


to the sidewalk and onmaing oomnuttee. 


Supt. Delsney reported S40784 ex- 


pended nn the street department for 
January; Engineer Barneti reported 
65,000.000 gallons of water pmnpsd in 
January, and 8666.91 expended for eoal 
during that month; Uanbal Lehman 
reported 38 arrests; fines assessed 9119.70; 
collected 114.80; lougeru from Jan. 10 to 
Feb. 1,276. 


IN DEBT $2083586. 


Oity Treasurer Martin's report (or Jan- 


nary made tbe following showing: B»l- 
snoa due bank January 2, $15,717.12; 
'receipts, 83,72224; warrants paid and 
canceled, 98,310 68; due bank, S20,335.tf6; 
balance in sinking fund, $98.18; balance 
in street paving fund, $3,179 83; balance 
in library fond, $1,016.72. Received and 
placed on file. 


Tbe report of Engineer Bargees on 


Mason etreet paving being ready for ac- 
ceptance was referred to the public im- 
provement committee. 


There were 61 liquor licenses renewed. 
It was voted to torniah the Greenwood 


Cemetery association with necessary tile 
to carry waste water from the city's filter 
through tbe grounds of the aaoooiatiori 
to the branch. 


ACTION OH OHABITY BTOBX MB*. 


This resolution wae presented for 


adoption, and occasioned spirited discus- 
sion: 


WHKBKAB, The extraordinary hard 
times now on as baa thrown many of oar 
aiiizecs oat ot employment, and left 
many destitute and entirely dependent 
on the ehantiea of oar people; and 


WBKBBAS, I* I/. Borrow*, who has 


cbarge ot the chanty store, he* appealed 
to the city council to tarnish work for 
these idle, dependent bat willing peopie 
who have expressed their desire to ex- 
change work for the provisions, clothing 
and fuel furnished by turn; be it therefore 
• Resolved, U'bat tbe city give employ- 
ment to all parsons recommended by Mr. 
Borrows on condition set forth in his pub- 
lic appeal, said work to be the laying of all 
water pipes now on hand. 
The street 


superintendent to have charge of ail 
labor under the direction of tbe chairman 
of tn» water and light committee. 


.Mayor Moffett said be had contributed 


$26 to the charity store fund, but when 
he gave the money be did not mean 
people benefited should work for what 
tbey got. 


The mayor added that he would not 


eign any more time warrants, as the city 
now owes the bank $21,000 and baa only 
$6,000 in hand. The mayor said be 
would stand by the statutes and the law, 
and would do all he could not to absorb 
money which under tbe law properly be- 
longed to tbe next oonnoil to distribute. 


The resolution was adopted by a vote 


of 10 to 4, Aid. Knight, WUte, Watkina 
and Johnson voting in the negative. 


AHOCBBB BBBOIiUTHW. 


Aid. Bramble and Dodton offend the 


following resolution: 


Resolved, That tbe street superintend- 


ent is hereby instructed to have tbe water 
pipe, whiob is now on the ground, laid 
without further d*lay, and that he em- 
ploy a enfflcrient number ot vxpetienoed 
men to aseist in doing the work, tbe men 
doing the work to receive fair compensa- 
tion for their labor. 


Mr. Bramble moved the adoption of 


the resolution and in brief said that in 
order to have tbe water pipe properly 
laid experienced man should do the work, 
and besides he believed that the men 
doing work for the city should be paid 
for their labor. Tbe men who had been 
employed reua'.sr'y on tbe city force had 
stood by the city, they had texts to pay 
and months to feed, and tbey bad to pay 
special assessments on improvements, 
which were really mortgages on their 
homes. Mr. Bramble wanted to know if 
the council wanted to make paupers of 
the aity force. 


Aid. Williams acid it didn't take 11- 


perieooed men to dig a ditob, and that »U 
of the city force oonld come nnder tbe 
BnrrcwB proposition it tht>y wanted to. 
Mr. Williams staled that if the Barrows 
men were aoaepted tbe city would save 
an outlay of $8,000. 


Aid. Shade remarked that all worthy 


men oould come in nnder tbe Borrows 
plan, and that Dsoatnr was proceeding 
under the present hard times simply on 
the ayitem ot otter dtiea. 


In response to a question from the 


mayor Mr. Burrows said he eonld famish 
for six weeks the equivalent of $36 per 
day. 
In *egard to the oonnoil refunding 


the money be was willing to trust that 
to future oonnoils. They want to work 
for what the* get. 


Alderman Montgomery thought it 


best to test the first resolution for a 


Aldemto Johnson did M* think it 


proper (or six or sertn outgoing sUw- 
men to rote away the fond to which • 
majority ot the hold-over aldermen 
opposed. 


Aldermu Bartholomew said: "We'll 


all be back in tbe spring." 


"In a hog's eye," replied tbe Fifth 


ward alderman. 


The Bramble and Dodd ncolation had 


not been adopted. It stood in the way, 
aad when WatkbH Hid the first resolu- 
tion had been adopted, a notion was 
made to tbe effect that the Bramble- 
Dodd resolution bean ended to read that 
flv* experienced men be employed to 
assist in laying the water pipe, and the 
amendment was adopted by a vote ot 10 
to 4, Knight, Johnion, White and Wat- 
kins voting in the negative. 


The mayor remarked that be never be- 


fore heard of people giving money for 
charity and then demanding that the 
benefieiarien work for what they got. It 
wsa all new to him. 
* 


He wasted to know how mnoh the 


aldermen would give for charity—he 
would doable the amount. He said the 
law had been violated by tbe parohsee 
oi the pipe and then was farther violated 
by trying to put it down. Alderman 
Irwin tried to interject a speech bat wee 
not recognized. Alderman Montgomery's 
motion to adjourn wae not entertained. 
Attorney Lee was called on for an opin- 
ion, and he said that further nxpanditnre 
of money was illegal, bat there waa no 
law against aooepting tbe Charity store 
proposition. 


Toe Mayor added that there would be 


no more money expended. Tbe council 
then adjourned. 


Tbe action ot tbe oonnoil was to tbe 


cfleot that Sopt. Delaney and five exper- 
ienced men of the city force, under pay, 
lay the water pipes, with as many of the 
charity store men ae may be needed to 
assist, tbe Uttor to receive ipay in sap- 
plies at the store.

The solemn lenten 
season begins 


Wednesday and continues thereafter for 
40 days exclusive of Sundays, which, 
during this periol, an feast days when 
tbe abstinence from full meals, which 
characterizes the other days of Lent if 
cot "observed. 
Ash Wednesday, tbe 


beginning of Lent, occurs very early this 
year, within three daya of tbe earliest 
npon which it can ooonr. 
In 1818 it fell 


upon Feb. 4 and in 1845 and 1866 on 
Feo. 5. In 1883 it occurred on Feb. 7, 
the same as this year, lont is especially 
observed by the Bosun Catholics and 
the .Episcopalians. 
An orthodox ob- 


servance requires daily meetings in these 
churches and every member is expected 
to attend at leant one service dnily. On 
Wednesday* and Fridays the rse of flash 
meat as food la prohibited and there w a 
decided curtailment in amncementa and 
social plBHSBjiss. Lent closes with Good 
Friday, which ocean this year on March 
23 Easter occurs on tbe following Son- 
day and is celebrated with songs ot re- 
joicing and prtiaes in commemoration ot 
tbe risen Savior. 
The usual services 


will be held in tbe Roman Oatbotto aad 
Episcopalian churches in this oily.
